copsent of the party orgunization, stute
or local, is necessury for nny member of
the ‘party to hold publie office.  All per-
sons joining the party must subseribe
to m pledge to be guided in all political
actions by the constitution and prin-
ciples of the party organization.

All Mbst Be Pacifists

Apy Socinlist voting for any appro-
printion for military or naval purposes
shall be expelled from the party, ac-
cording to the constitution, The justru-
ment further prescribed that Socinlists
elected to legislative bodies should or-
ganize inte a group separate from all
other purties aud should always vote
as 8 unit,

Fixpulsion from the party is the pen-
alty provided fn the constitution for
voting for uny candidate for public of -
fice other than Socialist purty mwembers,
who has not been indorsed or recom-
wended by the party erganization,

The application of Samuel A, Dewitt
and Sumuel 'Orr, two of the suspendsd
assemblymen, were introduced as ox-
hibits, and Mr. Hollguit admitted for
liis eiients that the other three memboers,

"Charles Solomon, August Claessens and

Louis Waldmun, had signed identical
cards.,

The card bears on one side the flam-
ing torch, which is the Socialist em
blom, as well a8 the decision by the up-
plicant that he recognizes the neces-
sity of orgunization in the struggle he-
tween the “‘capitalist class™ and the
workers, The reverse side contains stu-
tistical information us to residence,
citizenship, age, plance of birth, and the
names of Socinlist publicatious of which
he is a regular reader.

Soclalist Rules Are World-Wide
